DoabtleflP tbere 
U loo much truth ia it; and yot there 
is ouo class of promiaoa ori'W'igeB whic 
under oertaiD ciroumgi-noos, it is r.ght 
»na-:proper for the oiectora to oxaot aud 
for the candidate to make. Form- 
stance, at ih. approaching election two 
questions be proaented to the eleot- 
„s wliiob may justly bo regarded m 
tb« Itgbt of tests, rospeoting which nei- 
•tber eUotorB nor candidaLes oogbt to be 
Bilent. iro allude to tho quesliona of 
Eesponsible Government, and a choice 
of CtBtoms Tariffs. Upon those quoB- 
tioDS and more oBpcciiilly upon tho for- 
mer, every candidiUe should go to tho 
polls with clearly and inieiligen ly pro- 
noanoed views, and ovcrj representa- 
tive BhoQld bo sent to tho Leprialature 
deHuitely aud firmly pledged. Eegaid* 
iog Eesponsiblo Govorumont v»e aro led 
to believe publio eenUmort has now be- 
come matured and nimnimoas throogb- 
ont the country, and it is nnfo to soy 
that no candidate can pre'ont UimselJ 
before a single conBtitttODoy in the colony, 
and hold heterodox or uncertain ticwb 
upon that question with much, chance 
of being elected; but when candidutos 
speak in (qaivocal and uninioUigiblo 
terms about llesponsiblo Government, 
or when thoy utter reckless nor use 
and tell the electors, as one did t, few 
days ago, 'If you elect me I will sweep 
every official out of cfftco, and fill their 
plaees with moo from amongyoursolvcii,' 
itiijuatas well that tho people shouht 
be on their guard. Tliecolenists warn nei- 
ther anarchy uor revolution, bat repreaen- 
tatives o.' sound views, moderation and 
firmnesa— men who will with' intell'- 
geueoand unswervin;^ firmness apply 
the roost effooiivocoi'stiluiional remedy. 
And who can doubt that fuoh a remedy 
is to bo found in Ewponsible Govoi n- 
inent, Bel(-governraont, people's gov- 
eraraent? Lst every one of< the nine 
whom the people are about to be invited 
to send to the Legislaiaro go tbere 
firmly pledged to insist upon Biiiiih 
Columbia entering the Dominion upon 
a politic -.1 batis which shall not be 
lowe.- than that occapiod by Ontario, or 
that upon which Muni oba has just en- 
tered. In BO far as theqiiCb;:on of Cn»- 
tomi Tariffe is oonc3rned, vye ,are dis- 

SOECdto think publio sentiment is rop» 
lly tending to tho uniform and, to oar 
mind, inevitable conc'uBioH that to retain 
the existing tariff for a period ofeighi 
or ton yo! s, in preference to at onoe 
accepting the Canad'm one, would be a 
piece of suicidal folly. The tone ot ih« 
public press o' tho colony would i.ppoar 
to justify this conclusion. "With one 
single and rnimportunt exception tho 
colonial press is favorable, and for the 
most part pronouncedly BO,..to the.jm- 
mediale acceptance of 'the Can&dian 
tariff; and the ,p»p,et forming the ein* 
gle exception has proved itself to be so 
thoroughly in the fog upon the question 
as to completely deprive it of any little 
importance which might othorwiso bo 
presumed to atiaoh to ita onunciatiouB.

Such pro- 
mises aa these are only surpassed in 
ftbiurdiiy and audacity by those which 
have bi'eu made regarding,' the location 
of BUOh works as tho Onnudian Pacific 
Railway. Just im"t'i"o a verdant iioli- 
tioal aspirant giving out to his dum- 
foundered listeners that if tbsy only 
elect him he will bring the railway to 
their door ! It is this class of eleotion- 
•ering proraises to which tho eonnndrnm 
at the commenccnient of this article was 
doubtless intended to apply, llospcci- 
ing tho chuic3 of Customs Tarifla short- 
ly to bo submitted to tho verdict o^ 
publio opinion it is important that no

to wastes that ho who will ooUoct that 
ra\» 0»«t8rjartogetberand convert it into 
those variouB commodities which suit 
the needs of the community i« apt to bo 
regarded almost in the light of a publio 
beuefsotor.-wrAnkongst: the sVaripAs arki? 
oles exhibited, during the last, twQ days, 
it was atttur'al and fitting that domsstic 
raanufacturoB ahoald have claimed, as 
they certainly received, a largo share ol 
attention. Tho soaps from Messrs. 
Robinson & McDonoll were outitlod t® 
spooiftl oon8)derajion„notj alone on ac- 
count oflfieir infrins'io excollenoo, their 
variety nnd tbeir beauty, but because 
they repretented th« utiliiation of waste, 
saving of labor and tho retention in the 
colony of §25,000 a year hitherto going 
out of ii to pay for an inferior and moreox- 
pensiv.e article,. Ib bo far as soap— no un- 
important element in colonial wellbeiog — 
is cuncernod,RobinBon & McDoneli must, 
therefore, be regarded in tho light of 
public boQofttctors, in that they bnvo 
tuuuht the publio that from waste ma- 
terial can be raanufaotured those lanoy 
and plain soaps for wbioh we bavo been 
sending such large sums of money out 
of the country every year. And it is 
f,'ratilying to know that their enterprise 
is uppreciiated aud is receiving its legi- 
timate reward, inaaranoh as their ex> 
oolleot, cheap and labor-saving soaps 
ara rapidly saperseding the foreign 
article.
